MR. BRIGHT’S SPEECH AT ROCHDALE. 

Last night (Wednesday) Mr. Bright addressed a large 
audience in the Public Hall, Rochdale, on behalf of Mr. 
Cobden, who is a canditate for the representation of that 
borough. A resolution having been moved, was se- 
conded and carried with acclamation, that Mr. Cobden 
was a fit and proper person to represent Rochdale in 
Parliament. 

Mr. Bright, who was loudly cheered, after a few intro- 
ductory observations, proceeded to give a brief sketch of 
Mr. Cobden’s career. He said he (Mr. Cobden) was one 
of themselves, and that it was quite likely that his an- 
cestors were seated in one of the English counties at the 
time of the Norman conquest; but he never boasted 
that those ancestors came over with the conqueror 
(laughter). He was born on a small farm in the county 
of Sussex, and found himself, at a very early age, sent to 
London to a warehouse. He was gradually ad- 
vanced stage by stage, until at length he be- 
came traveller for the house in which he was. 
This brought him into the North of England, and his 
practised business eye showed him that the County of 
Lancashire was one in which a man might make way. 
Shortly afterwards with one or two others of his fellow 
workmen, he commenced business in tha neighbourhood 
of Clitheroe as acalico printer; from thence he came to 
Manchester, where he made way in his business, and 
fought successfully against the so-called rights of the 
lord of the Manor there, and for the Municipal or Cor- 

ration act. He then began to advocate the cause of 

ducation in connection with the British school scheme. 
It was then that he (Mr. B.) first became acquainted 
with him, after that he (Mr. C) began to agitate the 
anti-corn law question, and they knew what had been 
the result. When Mr. C. was first sent to Parliament, 
there was necessarily, owing to his fame as an agitator, 
some anxiety in the House to hear what he had got to 
say. On the occasion upon which he made his 
first speech, he (Mr. B) was in the gallery of 
the House, not then being a member of Parliament, and 
chanced té sit side by side with a gentleman, Mr. 


the debates for the Times. The subject of Mr. Cobden’s 
speech was the Corn Laws, and after he had done, he 
remembered that Mr. Horace Twiss said—“ there is 
nothing in him, he is only a barker, and has no harm in 
him” (laughter). Although it was not until 1846,at the 
approach of the Irish famine, that the whole thing of 
protection broke down, it was Cobden’s speeches brought 
itaboyt. This barker became a great power in the 
house, so great that in 1846 Lord J. Russell, who was 
about to form an administration wrote to him and offer- 
ed him a seat in his cabinet. Mr. Cobden, however, did 
not accept the offer. He was never ambitious for place, 
he did not believe it was at that time possible for a man 
like him to hold office in a cabinet and keep his con- 
science void of offence. When abroad he discovered 
what was rotten in all the governments in Europe, and 
which caused them to go to perdition by their most 
costly and most menacihg armaments. This he saw 
rendered peace in Europe impossible, and when he came 
back to England he told this to the people. England 
was then as now, and like other nations running on in 
the same career and pursued the course other nations 
were pursuing, They would remember how much he 
said was ridiculed by those knowing scribes who knew 
the past, but were not able to judge of what was to come 
(laughter.) Since the time when the agitation of the 
Corn Laws began our military and naval expenses had 
doubled, although we had not one acre of land more. It 
might be said that we had done only what the French 
and other nations had done, but what Mr. C. wanted 
was that the people of this country should take 1000 part 
as much pains to make governments us they took to in- 
crease their armaments. The people of this country 
never made any such attempts, and the fact, therefore, 
was that we had all along been playing at the game 
of beggar-my-neighbour. Well what was the result, 
why we pay between three and four millions of men 
in Europe, drawn from their occupation and private 
life and armed with costly weapons to make war 
upon each other. At this moment the state of things 
upon the Continent was such that we feared that every 
flash of the electric wire would bring intelligence that 
the storm was burst and that the fine plains and valleys 
of Italy were deluged with blood, Since 1847 there had 
been many changes made which had the advocacy of 
Mr. C., among which were the sugar duties, the naviga- 
tion laws, Kc. He had also aided in the repeal of the 
newspaper stamp and by that had given a great boon to 
society. He (Mr. B.) doubted that there were any 
teachers more worthy of the name than the press of this 
country, unless it was the Sunday-school teacher. 
With regard to the question of Parliamentary Reform, 
they knew well how far M. C. went, and that his pro- 
gramme was the same as his (Mr. B's). There was a 
speech made by Lord J. Russell in the House of Com- 
mons last night, on the qnestion of the Ballot which 
showed that he had a glimmering of truth, and 
in his mind such a chink as had been 
found in the mind of Sir J. Graham on the same 
question. Statesmen, however, required often a large 
space to turn round in, yet they did turn round, or the 
progress of public opinion crushed them out of its path 
(cheers). With regard to Lord John Russell, he brought 
the question of Reform before the house year after year, 
when none but himself scarcely advocated it. He (Lord 
J. Russell) had then, as now, a real sympathy for Re-

FOREIGN MISCELLANY. 

Five young Persians have arrived in Paris from Tehe- 
ran—two of them to study medicine, two to be educated 
in military schools, and the fifth, who is a nephew of 
Ferruck Khan, to be an outdoor pupil of one of the prin- 
cipal colleges. 

In the course of the spring the French Captain Mag- 
nan will make his appearance in the Danube with 
eleven steamers. Six of the vessels are to run between 
Belgrade and the Black Sea, and five between Belgrade 
and Bretschka, on the Save. 

The question of erecting a monument to commemo- 
rate the war in the Crimea is (says the Gazette de 
France) again under consideration ; and several plans of 
monuments have been submitted to the Government. 

The English Government has replied to the note of the 
Swiss Federation that it has perfect confidence that the 
attitude and conduct of the Swiss will be in conformity 
with the treats-obligations which also protect her invio- 
lability.

One of them of the name of Sala, a young 
Milanese, undergoing the inspection, was found to have 
a great palpitation at the heart, and when taxed with it, 
said, “ This has occurred to me twice in my life; the 
first time, when I dreaded being approved for the 
Austrian service ; and now, lest I should be rejected for 
the Sardinian.” 

A woman from Lombardy hearing, that her son had 
enlisted in the Sardinian army, arrived here to reclaim 
him, and her prayer was granted by the authorities. 
She proceeded to the regiment to claim his discharge; 
but her boy’s enthusiasm, his good health, and self- 
contentment, overcame her scruples, and she not only 
consented to allow him to remain in the ranks, but she 
further sanctioned the enlistment of her second son. 

A Lombard of the name of Nava, a stout, fine-looking 
young man, offered himself for the cavalry, but on being 
questioned if he were married, which he did not deny, 
he was refused without the certificate of his wife’s consent. 
Nava returned home, but could not persuade his better 
half to consent. Some days passed, in which his pros- 
tration of mind was so evident, his despair so visible that 
she was overcome with the necessity of assenting for the 
sake of his life; and now Nava is a private in a Sardinian 
regiment of cavalry. 

The number of volunteers from the Italian States who 
have enlisted in the standing army up to the present 
moment is about 5,000. It is well known t at the 
Austrian Commander in Lombardy, General Giulay, 
when talking the other day to a lady, declared that he 
deeply regretted the resolution of these young men; but 
nevertheless could not refuse his admiration of their 
conduct. Marshal Narvaez, who came here the other 
day from Lombardy, has said to several people that he 
was struck with the aspect of Lombardy at this moment 
—he could only compare it to the state of Spain in 
1808. : 

There are some of the highest of the Lombardo-Vene- 
tian nobility actually serving, or about to serve, in the 
ranks : Count dal Verme, Count Carcano, Count Ta- 
verna, Duke Visconti and two of his brothers, Marquis 
Trotti Bentivoglio, Count Litta Modignani, Count 
Melzi, Count Cicogna; Marquis Pallavicini, Count Vis- 
conti, and many others. From Tuscany: Count Ser- 
ristori, Marquis Azzoliro, Chevalier Satanassi (nephew 
of Signor Baldasseroni, Premier of the Grand Duke of 
Tuscany). From the Romagna: Count Pallotti (nephew 
of a cardinal), Count Cadolini (id.), Count Malacari, of 
Ancona (a relative of his Holiness Pius IX.), Count As- 
quini, of Udina, who is also a nephew of a cardinal. It 
may be fairly stated that the élite of the Italian aristo- 
cracy are serving in the Piedmontese army. Even from 
Sicily there are some of the most conspicuous and best 
characterrs—no less a name than that of Prince Butera 
heading the list. 

Besides those enlisted in the regular army, there are 
thousands who are forming a corps of volunteers, who, 
on account of their age, or of some other particular mo- 
tive, cannot be admitted into the regular army. These 

. are under the command of General Garibaldi, and they 
are now assembling in the barracks at Cuneo, Savigliano, 
and elsewhere. Moreover, there is a military establish- 
ment for the reception of youth, from twenty to twenty- 
six years, to qualify them for military duty as officers, 
who are admitted after examination. Their number is 
already 600, and the school will be opened in the town 
of Ivrea on Monday next. Amongst those young men 
are many Piedmontese, Lombards, Tuscans, &c., of 
fortune and fashion. I will quote amongst them the 
young Marquis Arconati, who is the only surviving son 
of one of the most unexceptionable and esteemed cha- 
racters in the peninsula. Far from opposing the noble 
impulse of his youth, his father and his mother heartily 
give their consent. 

But I should never end were I to relate every incident 
of patriotism evoked by the Italian cause. There may 
be many who will persist in saying that the Italians are 
in the wrong, but nobody will deny that they have 
evinced a firmness of purpose and a self-denial which 
entitles them to the respect of the world, and to the 
sympathies of every right-feeling man. 

Chevalier Massimo d’Azeglio arrived yesterday from 
Rome, where he had been to give, in the name of his Ma- 
jesty, King Victor Emmanuel, the Order of the Annon- 
ciado to his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. 

Great excitement was created last night by the intelli- 
gence of an order of the day issued at Milan by the 
Austrian generals to their troops, and publicly read in 
the barracks. The Turin papers of this morning pub- 
lish that document (Tagebefehl ), which is really very 
insulting, and hostile to this country and to this army. 

persons magnify it into a declaration of hostilities, 
but, in fact, it is only one more instance of the bad 
feeling entertained by Austrian soldiers against Pied- 
mont. Every hour brings with it fresh cause for being

SARDINIA AND THE CONGRESS. 

The following despatch of Count Cavour to the Mar- 
quis d’Azeglio is published to-day :— 

“Torin, Marcu 21.—Monsieur le Marquis,—The go- 
vernment of Russia has just made the formal proposi- 
tion to submit the Italian question to a Congress of the 
Great Powers. 

“I hasten, M. le Marquis, to make known to you the 
views of the government of the King in this respect. 

“ Sardinia has no objection to make against the meet- 
ing of a Congress which, ing into consideration the 
interests and the just complaints of the Peninsula, 
would take upon itself to give a pacific and satisfactory 
solution of the difficulties which deservedly attract the 
serious attention of Europe. But the Cabinet of Turin 
believes at the same time that Piedmont ought to be 
represented at this Congress, and it is persuaded that its 
intervention would be useful, not to say indispensable, 
if the Powers which show a proved sympathy for Italy, 
and those which desire to obviate the danger of the 
abnormal state of the Peninsula, think they can render 
prevalent a system more conformable to justiee by ob- 
taining concessions and guarantees of a nature to calm 
the public mind. 

“Sardinia enjoys the confidence of the unhappy 
populations whose fate is about to be decided; she has 
already raised her voice in their favour at the Congress 
of Paris, and that voice was not only listened to by the 
most enlightened governments of Europe, but it has 
succeeded in calming vexations and angers ready to 
burst forth; it has disarmed revolution, substituting 
for it the regular and 1 action of diplomacy. 

“ Sardinia, in taking the lead of the rational movement, 
has always exercised the influence it had acquired to 
combat open revolutionary passions; instead of exciting 
the minds of men soured by suffering and deceptions, it 
endeavoured to keep them within bounds, and to lead 
them to a more healthy appreciation of the events and 
obstacles which delayed the fulfilment of their legitimate 
desires, We may openly declare it: if Italy has not 
been the theatre of new troubles lately, if we have not 
to deplore insane popular movements, followed by 

n reaction, it is to the salutary action and 
prudent attitude of Piedmont that it must in a great 
measure be attributed. 

“As the questions which ought to form the 
object of the deliberations of the Congress, the Cabinet 
of London is cognizant of the view taken of them by 
the Government of the King. In the memorandum of 
the Ist of March it has frankly explained its views, 
it has poiuted out the grievances of the Peninsula, it 
has indicated the reparations they require. ‘That 
explanation has been communicated to the court of 
London, and it met with a favourable reception. Lord 
Malmesbury has admitted the moderation of Sardinia, 
and has rendered homage to her good faith. Thus, 
whether by its general conduct since the affairs of Italy 
have taken the first place in the cares of Europe— 
whether by its declarations clearly formulated as regards 
the points which now appear to render an immediate so- 
lution necessary, the British Government ought to be 
convinced that the Court of Sardinia will lend a sincere 
support to all measures which the high united Powers in 
a 4 may a in the interest of Italy. 

“I like to flatter myself, therefore, that the Cabinet 
of London will, without difficulty, admit the propriety 
that Sardinia should be represented in the Congress pro-

“With this object in view, I beg of you, M. le Mar- 
quis, to submit the above observations to Lord Malmes- 
bury, reading to him and leaving with him a copy of this

SIR JOHN PAKINGTON AND THE LORDS OF THE ADMIRALTY. 
On the order for the third reading of the Appropriation 


Sir B. BALL said it would be in the recollection of gentle- 
men who were members of the house in 1853, that he moved 
for a committee to inquire into the condact of the Admiralty 
in to the dissolution of the Parliament by the Earl of 
Derby, in 1852. A committee was inted, i r 
by the present Duke of Somerset, and a report was agreed to, 
—— ee the course the Admiralty adopted in inter- 
— —— elections of that day. He 9 ment ion that 
the iralty consisted of the First Lord, four 
and one civil lord. 
Martin, Sir Richard Dundas, Sir Alexander Mill, and Ca 
tain Carnegie. There was also a civil lord, Mr. Ly e 
(Sir B. Hall) understood that the First Lord the Ad- 
miralty sent for Sir R. Dundas and requested him to go down 
to Dover to contest that borough. He declined, and on being 
pressed he tendered his resignation. Captain Carnegie was also 
pressed, but he declined, and was no longer a Lord of the Ad- 
miralty. He (Sir B. Ball) had received a telegraphic message 
from — Carnegie that day stating that he was not dis- 
missed, but that his connection with the Admiralty terminated 
in consequence of a difference between himself and the First 
Lord as to a place he might hope to represent. Well, then, 
Sir William Hoste was sent for, and Dover was offered to him. 
He would not go, and the consequence was that he was not a 
Lord of the Admiralty. Well then, Admiral Mundy was sent 
for, and the tempting bait of Dover was held out to him. He 
would not go, and his services were dispensed with. Another 

tleman was sent for, namely Sir Thomas Herbert. He did 
ow whether the First Lord wanted him to go to Dover, but 
he went to Dartmouth. Then Sir Henry Leeke was sent for. 
He did not know whether Dover was offered to him, but it 
appeared that he was sent to Devonport. The dockyard la- 
bourers refused to vote for him, because the Government 
under whose auspices he came down pr to disfranchise 
them as a body. On Saturday last, Sir Henry Leeke wrote to 
one of the great outfitters of Devonport, stating that he was 
made a Lord of the Admiralty, the understan be- 
tween him and the Government being that he should 
contest Devonport. He promised at the same time that 
if he were successful Devonport should have a share of the 
cadets and the other perquisites at present monopolised by 
Portsmouth. He 2 however, and reported to the 
First Lord of the Admiralty that he had been unfavourably 
received. He was then sent to Dover in the capacity of a 
Lord of the Admiralty. On finding the state of things which 
prevailed Admiral Martin tendered his resignation, but he 
was pacified in some way, and remained at the Admiralty, as 
did also Sir R. Dundas. Captain Carnegie, a most expe- 
rienced officer, was gone, and his place was supplied by a man 
upwards of seventy years of age. But this was not Ad- 
miral Bruce was sent for, but he was obliged to return, and 
did not become a Lord of the Admiralty. The right hon. 
baronet said he did not wish to comment on these facts fur- 
ther than to say that at so critical a period the affairs of the 
navy should not be thrown into confusion simply because the 
naval lords would not do the bidding of the First Lord as to 
the places he might wish them to represent. 


Sir J. PAKINGTON, after deprecating the discussion of 
such questions, said he had looked back to the various govern- 
ments since 1819, and had ascertained that governments had 
always had naval Lords of the Admiralty in the house. This 
was the first time those gentlemen had been absent from the 
house, and he had often Sh the greatest ible difficulty in 
replying to the professional questions which were constantly 
put to him. Some time since, when Captain Drummond was 
appointed to Woolwich, he (Sir J. Pakington) sent for Captain 
Carnegie, and offered him a seat at the Admiralty, on the 
condition, the clear and distinct understanding, that he would 
take a seat in the House of Commons whenever an eligible 
seat could be found for him. After due consideration, he ac- 
cepted the offer; When the dissolution was determined upon 
he reminded Captain Carnegie of his undertaking, and he was 
surprised at the vacillation and hesitation he displayed. At 
the end of three days he declined altogether, and 
having offered his resignation it was accepted (hear, 
hear). He could not reconcile Captain Carnegie’s 
course with the honourable engagement into which 
he had entered. With r to the offers he had made 
of the vacant seat he should pass it over, because it was a 
subject with which neither the right hon. gentleman nor the 
house had anything to do (cheers from the Ministerial 
benches). Then, as to Sir Richard Dundas, he pointed out 
three or four seats, either of which he might obtain. He 
distinctly admitted the necessity of having naval men in that 
house, and expressed a hope that no reasons on his part for 
declining to enter Parliament should interfere withthe Admi- 
ralty arrangements, and he (Sir John Pakington) admitted 
that he had had an intention to accept his offer, so that a naval 
lord might obtain a seat in Parliament. But circumstances 
oce not of an electioneering or party character, which 
induced him to wish Sir Richard Dundas to remain at the 
Board. The proceedings of that gallant officer had been 
marked by great zeal for the public service and by high per- 
sonal honour, and he was glad that he had consented to 
retain his seat. Re erring to that part of the charge which 
adverted to Sir Henry Leek's communication with the 
outfitters at Devonport, he announced the statement 
as absolute nonsense, and all he could say was that he was 
totally ignorant of the circumstances, and that he had had no 
communication with Sir Henry Leeke on the subject. Nor 
was there any truth in the statement that Sir Henry Leeke 
went to Dover at his request. It was true that Admiral 
Martin did express his wish to resign his seat at the board,

Lord J. RUSSELL said the argument he had always used 
was that publicity was the usual rule of this free Government. 
The whole administration of the Government and of the law 
rested upon publicity, secrecy being contradictory to the 
system of publishing every thing to the world, and to the rule 
of English society. He did not say that the elector was a 
trustee, using the term as analogous to what was understood 
by a trustee in law; but he said that the community, whether 
doctors or non: electors, had a deep interest in knowing how 
votes for members of Parliament were given. I believe

an public voting would not be so considerable as 
is su 1 (hear). At the same time it occurs to me that 
publicity is the rule in practice of English society, not only 
with regard to politics, but in relation to our social concerns. 
There are, I know, a number of persons at every election who 
consider it a great hardship to vote as their landlord wishes 
them, and I myself consider it isa hardship; but I believe 
that the cause of complaint on this ground is very much less 
now than it used to be. It is not, I think, to be traced toa 
remnant of feudal superiority, that the landlord should con- 
sider his tenants should vote with him; but I believe it is 
generally the case that the opinions of the tenants are the 
opinions of the landlord, and the opinions of the landlord 
those of the tenant.
